Johnson said, 
‘that Curtin has seen fit to join 
in sponsoring the bill in the in 
terests of regional devlopmnt." 
Tu md Down Offer 
The bill was introduced last 
month by New Jersey Congress 
man, Frank Thompson Jr. At that 
time Curtin turned down Thomp­ 
son's offer to co-sponsor the bill. 
Under provisions of the bill, the 
bridge commission would handle 
construction of Delaware port fa­ 
cilities to serve Trenton and Mor 
risville. 


Curtin said he withheld action 
despite considerable pressure, un­ 
til he could assure himself that 


bi-state action would not adversely 
affect the interests of Bucks Coun­ 
ty. Various groups in Lower Bucks 
feared Thompson's enabling legis­ 
lation would benefit Trenton at the 
expense of Bucks County. 
Curtin reversed his stand when 
he concluded that “the best in­ 
terests of Bucks County will be 
served by supporting this legisla­ 
tion." He said he would introduce 
supporting bill to that of Con­ 
gressman Thompson, subject to 
certain technical changes which, 
he claimed, would improve this 
legislation. 


Curtin said the bridge commis­ 


sion had given him written as­ 
surances 
on 
certain 
matters 
which insure the furtherance of 
Bucks County's interests. 


“I think we all now have a 
much better and harmonious un­ 
derstanding of how this program 
can be advanced for the best in­ 
terests of the entire area," Cur­ 
tin concluded. 
Walter Hedden. former port de­ 
velopment director for the Port of 
New York Authority, is currently 
making a survey of port feasi­ 
bility. His report, due next month, 
will aid the bridge commission in 
its decision whether to proceed 
with port oevclopment.

Kennedy Says Hope 
For Test Ban Fades

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Presi­ 
dent Kennedy says hopes for a 
nuclear test ban treaty are fad­ 
ing fast and a new round of So­ 
viet and American tests may well 
be in prospect. 
Kennedy warned at his news 
conference Wednesday that fail­ 
ure to reach agreement n o w 
now might doom for all time the 
effort to halt the grim nuclear 
arms race. 
It was the President’s most 
pessimistic statement yet on the 
subject. It indicated he virtually 
had abandoned hope of a favora­ 
ble Russian reply to a last-ditch 
British-American proposal for in­ 
tensified negotiations based on a 
new formula for policing the pro­ 
posed ban. 
There was some speculation the 
President might have received a 
formal rejection from Prem ier 
Nikita Khrushchev, but this could 
not be confirmed. However, U.S. 
Ambassador Foy D. Kohler and 
under-secretary of State W. Av- 
erell Harrim an already had re­ 
ported 
the 
Russian 
leaders 


showed no enthusiasm for t h e 
proposal. 
Kennedy said Russia and the 
West appeared to “be moving 
away from” an agreem ent and 
“ if we don’t get it now, I would 
think generally the genie is out of 
the bottle and we will never get 
him back in.” 
Asked if failure to agree would 
bring another round of testing by 
the United States and Russia, the 
President replied: “ I would think 
if we don’t get an agreement, at 
that is what would happen.” 
He added that this “would be 
a great disaster for the interests 
of all concerned.”
